EASIER TO LEAVE 
MOROCCO

| Rawat 
Jews wishing to travel abroad are 
finding ii much. easier to get pass- 


ports. from the Moroccan. authorities, . 


In Casablanca, where the largest 
Jewish community of 80,000 lives, 
applications are now being dealt with 
much more rapidly than. in the past. 

Difficulty in obtaifing passports 
wus one of several matters raised in 


a memorandum sent by the National 


Council of Jewish Community Com- 
mittees to-the Minister of the Interior. 
Embarek Bekkai. . It. is. belheved that 
the improvement in the passport situa 
tion is a direct. result of this. appeal 
to the Government, 

In addition it has been found by 
experience that the new regulation 
requiring Morocean citizens to obtain 


visas before leaving the copntrs 
involves no problems for Moroccan 
Jews. 


A number who recently applied for 
visas. obtained them almost -immedi- 
ately without apparently any addi- 
tional inquiries into the applicants’ 
Status. | 

For. over two. years 
Jews. had experienced considerable 
difficulties in getting passports,. Their 
applications took several months: to

YT is no young man that we see 
i: Jacob setting out to escape 

a brother’s vengeance. Yet to 
one who had hitherto spent his life 
dwelling in tents, a. quiet (domestic) 
man, this journey into exile was 


a formidable experience. All the 


most significant chapters in life 


awaited him—self-determination, 
love, marriage, fatherhood, domes- 


tic provision—and, above all, a 
mature religious experience. All of 
these things were to come to him 
in the twenty years of absence 
from Canaan. But it is the religious 
experience that is placed first in 
his journey that night hard upon 
his setting out on the lonely road 
to Haran in the north. 


He dreams: 


the top of it reached ‘to heaven ; 


and behold the: angeis of God | 


ascending and descending on it.” 
The ladder symbolises the unbreak- 


earth—the constant providential 
guidance of man even when his 
goal seems dimmed and his road 
uncertain. This dream is a major 


landmark in Jacob's: career, in his

“Thy name. shal! no longer. be 
called Ya'’akob, but Yisrael.” 
§Seripture’s moral judgment is 
implicit in the events. The attain. 
ment of success and ambitions maj 
sometimes be bought too. dearly. 
Jacob's victory was not far. from 
defeat. He was saved by the vision 
of the ladder which reached up to 
heaven. What. a lesson for his 
descendants !

“T ask all of you to go out tomorrow 
and tell your friends what the school 
does for deaf children in the com- 
munity and ask them to become 
subscribers.” 

He praised the New ‘Aid Charity 
Committee, which: had raised £2,600, 
helping to pay for the redecoration 
of the school premises. and also the 
Committee and the 
Audio” Committee. ._He mentioned 
that the special appeal at the time 
of the High Festivals had _ resulted 
in another 150 donors. and subseri-. 
bers to the school. | 

In her report. the President, Miss 
H. M. Schlesinger, stated that the 
school depended greatly on the 
generosity. and hard work of the 
R.SJ.D.C. Society.. There were 42 
children on the roll; Most of them 
came from London and the surround, 
ing districts,. although there were 
Aden, Belgium, Yugo-

for intervention on behalf of our 
brethren abroad suffering injustice, 
rightlessness, and persecution,” 


_ The Israeli Ambassador said that 
in the many-chaptered and sombre 
history of the Jewish people in dis- 
persion, the story of British. Jewry 
during the last two centuries occupied 
some of the brightest pages: And it 
was during that time that the leader- 
ship of the Anglo-Jewish community 
was vested in the Board, whose 
qualities were “ dignity, steadfastness, 
and courage with which it represented 
the Jewish interests.” 

The Ptesident sutveyed the high- 
lights of the Board's long histor} and 
recalled its achievement in safeguard- 
ing Jewish rights in this country and 
in rendering assistance to afflicted 
Jewish communities in near and far 
away places. 

Mr. Janner stressed what he 
regarded as “the main ingredient ” 
in the establishment and in the suc- 
cess of the Board—‘‘the gift which 
we share with our non-Jewish neigh- 
bours, that is the desire and prepared- 
ness to give voluntary service to our 
fellow-men. He singled out two 
recent aspects of the Board's 
endeavours——its activity in face of 


the catastrophic _brutalities of 
Nazism,” and the notable part 
which the Board played “in the 


Struggle for the establishment of the. 
Jewish National Home and State.” 
In reply to questions from: Mr. .A. 


Super (Pontypridd), Mr. Janner, stated 


that he was not yet able to give the 
names of those who are to serve on 
the Board’s Bicentenary Appeal Com- 
mittee of which he himself is Acting 
Chairman. The appeal has so far 
raised £9,000. 

Dr. B. Homa (Spitalfields Great),

SIN OF ADULTERY 


Sik, Since, at the time of writing, 
no rabbi or minister has responded 
to the request to state the. Jewish 
attitude to the book “Lady Chat- 
terley's Lover” (though there are 
many whose voice would be more 
authoritative than mine), may I, who 


was a Jewish minister for thirteen 


years and a teacher of English litera- 
ture for twenty, venture .to” assert 
what,’ 1 think, is the Jewish and, 
indeed, the general religious position 
about a book of this nature? It is 
a question which should be answered, 
for the moral problem raised is: not 
that book alone. 

It is generally conceded that “ Lady 
Chatterley’s Lover” is not-a work of 
high artistic or hterary merit. But, 
obviously, a book may not be a great 
work of art, but may be legitimate 
reading for the general public. In 
this book, however, an adulterous 
relationship. between two married 
persons is defended—-and even 
lauded-~on the grounds of expediency 
or extenuating circumstances.

adults was looked upon. as a rate

this respect, too, the practice in 
ancient Israel. was not. different 
from. that prevailing other 
countries, such as Egypt, Baby- 
lonia, Greece, and Rome. It: was 
4 common. concept among. all 
ancient. peoples that to learn was 
to be at the receiving end. of the 
rod, and the more one was chas- 


tised in his youth, the better one's 


character when grown up. . The 
need for, and the beneficial effect 
of, corporal punishment on young 
people is particularly stressed in the 
Book of Proverbs. The rod and 
the strokes are naturally prepared 
for the fool's back (Prov..xix, 24); 
but as there is folly in every child, 
only “the rod of correction shall 
drive it far from him” (ibid. xxii, 


15). The rod, coupled with a. 


13-44), 


liberal - sprinkling of rebukes, 
gives wisdom to the child (hid. 
xxix, 15), and. it was 
quite wrong to refrain from chas- 
tising one’s child; for the. rod 
would not kill him. but. save’ him 
from ultimate destruction (ibid. 
False pity was disas- 
trous, and “ he that spareth the rod 
hateth his son ” (ibid. xii, 14). On 
the contrary, true love for: one’s 
child must. express ‘itself in early 
chastisement (ibid.), #.e., at an 
impressionable age while he was 
stil capable of profiting from cor- 
rection.

Similar. sentiments. are expressed 
by Ben Sira, who also insisted that 
“he that loveth his son will con- 
tinue to Tay strokes” Upon “him, 
that he may have joy of him jn the 
end” (Eccles. xxx, 1). Failure. to 
punis. mischievous children would 
have dire consequences. and. result 
in their growing up to be obstinate, 
undisciplined, and a disgrace to 
their parents.. (ibid. 12-13.) 

Talmudic and Midrashic litera- 
ture occasionally echoes Ben Sira’s 
ideas, and records instances when 
corporal punishment children 
was carried out. We are told, for 
example, that “many children are 
being lashed in order to learn 
something that is not even written 
in the Torah (Tanh. Tsav, 7). © It 
was not only for unwillingness or 
inability to learn that children were 
punished.

A good deal of the literature of 
this century is bound to reflect the 
tragedy of European Jews, and 
because of the nature of that tragedy 
one has come to expect. an excep- 
tional seriousness in’ writers who 
choose to draw upon its material. 
On the whole, the historians have 
served us well in this respect, but few 
works of fiction have avoided the sin 
of trivialisation. Where the. docu- 
mentaries. speak directly, with a 
terrible truthfulness, the novels, plays, 
and films too often reflect a series 
of emotional clichés that make the 
tragedies they treat of unreal, in the 
worst sense. . Perhaps we are still too 
close to it all, too painfully involved ; 
perhaps few contemporary writers 
possess the moral imagrmation§ to 
understand our bitter century and 
make it comprehensible in’ terms of

The adventures of .this strangely 
assorted couple are described with 
skill and economy.

and humanity that. one has learned 
to admire in the Dutch. Mr. Hartog 
has done handsomely by him. But 
one does. not believe in his com- 
panion.

Tolerance : Can it be Taught ?, by 


Albert 1. Polack, formerly House- 
master at Clifton College, with a 


foreword by Robert Birley, Head- 
master of Eton College (Council of 


Christians. and. Jews,  2s.),. has now 
been issued in a third revised edition.

This scholarly book is not only 
important for students of Anglo- 
Jewish history before the Expulsion 
but also of great general interest to 
all members. of the Jewish community 
in England. Relying principally on 
sources among the Public Records, 
and acknowledging a debt to earlier 
writers, Mr. Richardson has created 
a striking picture of certain aspects 
of Jewish life in England during the. 
twelfth century and the early vears 
of the thirteenth. In so doing he has 
corrected certain misconceptions con- 
cerning the relations between Jews 


and Christians in Angevin England. 


Many ‘of his points are illustrated by 
the valuable appendix of unknown or 
little known documents. 

The Jews were settled in England 
by the Norman kings, and spread 
over the country during the twelfth 
century, But by no. means all the 
places where they were found were 
permanent settlements, Although 
Jews in England did not livé in 
ghettoes, and there is evidence that 
for the most part they were able to 
live peaceably among their Christian 
neighbours, their religion always set 
them apart, and outbreaks of intoler- 
ance, resulting jn shameful acts. of 
violence, were always liable to take 
place: 


Royal Protection 


Permanent communities of Jews 
consequently preferred to — estab- 
lish themselves in the shadow of a 
royal castle whose ‘custodian. was 
bound to: give them protection. A 
clear distinction must. be drawn 
between places of permanent residence 
and those to which Jews resorted on 
business. The long lists of Jews living 


jn small towns and villages compiled 


by earlier writers prove little. more 


than the considerable movement about 


the country. of Jews. occupied with 
their ‘daily affairs. 

- Perhaps the most valuable chapters 
in the book. concern the Jews” 
financial transactions. Only the more 
wealthy Jews were able to make loans 
to the king, and neither inthe 
twelfth century nor-in the. thirteenth 
were. they great international finan- 
ciers: Except. for a short period 


when he borrowed and repaid con- 


siderable sums. from the: Jews, 
Henry Hi relied chiefly on. Flemish 
Christian moneylenders. From 1180 
he took money from the Jews in the 


form of taxation, and his sons tol- 


lowed this practice which was con- 
tinued by Henry Hl and Edward .-1. 


Moneylending 


Christians of all conditions went 
to Jewish moneylenders, and one of 
the most important results of Jewish 
moneylending. was the increase in 
the transfer of land, which . created 
new landowning classes. and contri- 


' buted to the breakdown of the feudal . 


structure. Jews were unable to own 
freehold property, and consequently 
many debtors persuaded others, and 


notably religious houses, to take over’ 


their debts in return. for the. land 
pledged to Jewish creditors. Many 
apparent benefactions to monasteries 
in the thirteenth century were really 
transfers. of property in return for 
acquittance of debts, and this appears 
to have happened also in the twelfth 


century. Such = transactions were 
paturally accelerated when Jews 


needed ready money to meet the 
demands of the Crown, a. 
The Crown's machinery for dealing 


with the Jews in the thirteenth cen- - 


tury, the Exchequer of the Jews, was

AMSTERDAM 

Nearly a thousand people attended 
the meeting organised by the Nether- 
lands Zionist Students’ Organisation 
to protest about. the Jewish war

Theology at the University of Amster- 
dam, Mr. M. Smedts, the Chief Editor 
of the progressive weekly Vrij 
Nederland” who is of Roman 
Catholic origin, and Mr. H. Evi, 
a young Jewish lawyer. Although 
the meeting did not have the official 
support. of either the Amsterdam 
Jewish Community or of the Nether- 
Zionist’ Organisation, several 
of their’ members attended in_ their 


individual capacities. 


Mr. Smedts ‘stressed that the large 
majority. of Gatholic foster parents 
who had hidden Jewish. children 
during the war had returned them on 
request. It. was his. opinion that 
Anneke Beekman stayed where she 
was of her own. free. will. and it 
would be wrong to force her now into 


another direction. Mr. Eyl pointed 
out that the girl was getting a one- 
sided view of: her- origin and of | 
Judaism, and she should be. con- 
‘fronted with an. objective view of 
these factors. 

The Catholic papers here ignored 


the meeting completely, although their 
reporters attended it. Other papers 
reported it extensively.
